Kremlin watchers speculate stage 
iset for Kosygin to quit honourably

MOSCOW. — A chain of puzzling

Tantalizing indications, emerging

‘1 WAS 14 YEARS OLD when, in 1929, 
I was initiated into the Hagana. I 
was the youngest of a youth group in 
my moshav, Nahalal, to join. The 
step to enrol us was taken shortly. 
after the Arab massacre of the Jews 
in Hebron. The Hagane was deter- 
mined that isolated Jewish com- 
munities in town and country should 
never again be helpless, unarmed, at 
the mercy of Arab extremists. Each 
community had ta be able to defend 
itself. 

It was the function of the British 
Mandatory authority to protect the 
citizens, but its forces, police and 
troops, were comparatively small 
and were unable and often unwilling 
to rush to the defence of Jewish 
settlements in danger. When they 
did come, they frequently arrived 
too late. A few weapons were 
allocated to the kibbutsim and 
moshavim, but for the most part 
these were shotguns and not very 
effective. The Hagana therefore dis- 
tributed its own weapons. This was 
illegal, as was membership in the

When my age 
group of Nahalal children had finish- 
ed primary school, it was arranged 
that even the boys among us could 
continue at the WIZO school, and a 
few of us did so. Years later, the in- 
accurate story became current that I 
was the only boy to be educated at 
the girls’ school! χ 
With school years over, I worked 
full time on the family farm and aiso 


. on village’construction projects. One 


year, during the slack farming 
season, I worked in Tel Aviv, erec- 
ting scaffolding on building sites dur- 
ing the day and continuing my 
studies in mathematics and Hebrew 
literature in the evenings... 

One of the girls arriving for the 
new scholastic year at the WIZO 
farm school in Nahalal in the 
autumn of 1984 was Ruth Schwartz 
from Jerusalem. She was two years 
younger than I. Her father Zvi and 
her mother Rachel were graduates 
of the noted Herzliya Secondary 
School, the first modern Hebrew- 
language school. They were 
well established, and active in the 
social and political affairs of the 
capital. But Ruth, idealistic and 
romantic, who had been a member 
of a Labour youth movement, saw.
